TOKIO, June 26.—At a joint meet. 
ing today of Japanese chambers of 
commerce a resolution in favor of call- 
ing for a disarmament conference be- 
tween Great Britain, America, and 
Japan was adopted. 
The resolution, which was strongly 
supported by Baron Shibusawa and 
other prominent Japanese, says: :

THE COST OF GOVERNMENT 
MEDDLING. 


The United States shipping board is and has 
been for several months losing approximately 
$16,000,000 a month, $192,000,000 a year, or nearly 
half the contemplated appropriation for the de- 
velopment and upkeep of our entire navy. The 
figures are those of Albert D. Lasker, new chair- 
man of the board. They represent only a small 
fraction of the total cost to the nation of that | 
feature of our war activities. 

Probably before the business of the board is 
settled up it will represent a total outlay of at 
least $1,000,000,000 for which the taxpayers of 
the United States have received nothing. Who or 
what is to blame for this terrific waste of public 
funds? The war, will be the popular answer. It 
is not quite the correct one. National experimen- 
tation in soctalistio theories is largely respon- 
sible. 

To be sure, the war made necessary the build- 
ing and operation of ships to replace these sunk 
by German submarines. But except for the in- 
fluence of pink theorists in this country this task 
might have been left in the hands of private 
ihdividuals to profit or lose as the turn of fortune 
might dictate. As it was, the pressure and in- 
fiience of the pinks demanded that a national 
merchant marine should be a government 
monopoly, financed by the government, and theo- 
retically returning a profit to the government 
and through it to the entire population of the 


under government control. Instead of allowing 
a subsidy to private initiative, ownership and 
operation which would have cost a definite sum 
which could have been figured and allowed for 
definitely in public expenditures, we must have 


and government operation in the case of the rail- 
roads. 

Without thie arrangement probably we would 
have had nothing. Therefore it was accepted as 
an emergency of war. But it was none the less 
an experiment in state socialism for which we are 
now paying in the shipping board alone at the 
rate of $16,000,000 a month. That is an ex- 
pensive lesson. Let us hope that it will not be 
forgotten. 

The insidious propaganda ‘of communism is 
still being fed to the public through such mediums, 
for instance, "as the Plumb Plan for the raii- 
Through misrepresentation of fa@ts it 
gains the ear of workmen who are misled by 
false arguments and of theorists who want sdme- 
thing for nothing. To oppose it we have a few 
patriotic organizations offering prizes for the 
best essays on Americanization. Such opposition 
is pitifully inadequate. What is needed is em- 
phasis of the facts of cost of such experiments, 
as for instance $16,000,000 a month loss incurred 
regularly by the United Sta shipping board.

DEATH OF A SELF-MADE MAR.

What are the results? The fifty years followtng 
the civil war were full of development, the most pros-.

While it is on the program for children 
to grow, very careful study shows that 
there are growth seasons and other sea- 
sons when growth is slow or at a stand- 
still. Spring is the season of maximum 
growth. July, August and September are 
the months when growth is nearly at a 
standstill. The mother who watches her 
baby’s weight with the scales is following 
the right policy, If there is not a weekly 
gain of several ounces she very properly 
becomes dissatisfied and changes some- 
thing. She should be satisfied with a 
very slight monthly gain, knowing that 
the cool weather of October, November 
and December and the next six months 
will bring the total up to where it should 
be. 

Food cannot be digested, absorbed and 
turned into energy and tissue without 
making heat as a by-product, and in hot 
weather it is hard for the body of the 
baby to shed this heat. A baby on even 
a light diet eats a good deal more for 
{each ounce fit weighs than an adult does. 
Dr. Sauer has proven by careful studies 
that wrapping children up, putting them 
to sleep on feathers and keeping them in 


-| hot houses does them even more harm 


than does carelessness in handling the 
food. Dr. Gerstley calls attention to cer- 
tain other harmful influences. A baby 
three months old, thriving well on the 
bottle, suddenly 6 peevish, irritable 
and began to vomit. Nothing had been 
changed except the nurse. After three 
days he had learned his nurse and his 
trouble’ was at an end. 

An infant, previously well, ceases to 
eat, pushes away its food and vomits if 
eating is forced. This keeps up and the 
‘child emaciates. Analysis shows no trou- 


' | bI6 except this: the child is an only child. 


He is neuropathic. The parents and 
grandparents have concentrated their en- 
tire battery of affection and solicitude on 
him, He responds to the attention and 
the immediate reaction is loss of appetite. 
This in turn causes more solicitude and 
more food is given. This means less ap- 
petite, nausea and disturbed digestion. 
In effecting a cure in such a case a 
change of environment is worth barrels 
of tonics, says Doctor Gerstley. 

If hot weather causes so much bowel

Chicago, June 14.—[Editor of The Trib- 

une.]—Within the last few weeks the 
state of North Dakota has been offering 
to investors, through the Bank of North 
Dakota, a $3,000,000 issue of state bonds, 
‘maturities ranging from ten to twenty- 
seven years, at a price of 100 to yleld 5% 
per cent. 
They (the Bank of North Dakota) have 
been advertising in a number of different 
newspapers almost dally, endeavoring to 
dispose of these bonds, but from what I 
understand the bonds are not being taken 
up by investors with any rapidity. 

A day or two ago J. P. Morgan & Co. 
formed a syndicate to float a $100,000,000 
issue for the French government, ma- 
turing in twenty years, at a price of 96 
to yield 8 per cent. From all reports 
this issue has been practically absorbed. 

Of course, I clearly understand how it 
happens that the French bonds were 


are more attractive, so far as the inter- 
est is concerned, but what has provoked 
the writer’s wrath (who is not a bond 
salesman or connected with any bond 
house, not a resident of North Dakota, 
having lived in Illinois all his life) is 
this: a great big prospering country, 
the wealthiest of all, always boasting of 
its unity, has literally offered a deaf ear 
to one of her sister states which has 
sounded the call for assistance, whereas
